Speakyour password into the rricrophone within two seconds after 
the flashing stops and the dal rerrains lit 

3. If your password is correct the green indcator flashes, a tone sounds, and the 
safe says 'Hurray! You get it "The LCD dsplay shows 'OK" 

4. Release CODE and puil the door open within five seconds. 


5. If the password is incorrect the safe announces 'Password is ret correct Try 
aoain."

• \Ahen setting yDur password, always tom the dal in the same 

d rection as the low lights to select a nurrber, and the opposite 
drection to lock the nurber. 

• Your Lock'N Safe beeps eNyeryfewseconds to renind you when 
the door is open. Close the doorto stop the beeping. 

• The Lock'N Safe returns to the ti ire rrode when you do ret open 
it withi n five seconds after erteri ng the password or when yDu 
press CODE orwhen you stoptoming the dal fiDrabouta rrinute 
while ertering the code. 

• \Ahen usi rig a code, the Lock'N Safe rerrerrbers the iTLirber of 
failed atterrpts. VNhen you finally open the Lock'N Safe with the 
correct code, the LockN Safe amocnces how many irtruders (up

Changing the Code 

• Open the safe. Be SLie the tirre appears on the LCD dsplay 

• Press the CODE buUrxn. The LCD display shows CODE. 

• Hold down the SET button iriside the safe for abouttwosecxxxteurtil 
the dsplay shows the present nurrber of the knob position. 

• Turn the knob in either drection to selectthe first nurber ard press 
the CODE button to store it 

• Repeatthe above bullettosettheotherthreenurrbers. The safe says 
'Accepted" after you store the 
nurbers. The safe then retoms to 
the tirre rrode. 

If you press the CLEAR or ni\/E buttors, 
creto rx* press ary key for abouta rririute 
while setting the exxtie, the LCD dsplay 
returns to the tirre rrode ard the codes 
are not saved 



Viewing the Code 

• V\hile the door is open and the tirre is dsplayect press the CODE 
button. The LCD dsplay changes to CODE. 

• Press CODE again; the LCD dsplay shows the first nurrber of the 
code. 

• Press CODE repeatedly to showthe other three nurbers one by 
one. 

• V\hen you press CODE the fifth tirre or do not press any key for 
abouta rrinute, the safe autorraticallyretuns to the tirre rrodei 


Care and Use 

• Keepthe LockN Safe <dy; if it gets wet, wipe it ckyirmredately. 

• Use ard sirxe the LockN Safe only in rxxrral terrperature environ- 
rrerts. 

• Hardfe the LockN Safe carefUly do rxjtcfcop it 

• Keep the LockN Safe away fromdust ard drt ard wipe it with a 
darrp doth occasionally to keep it looking newt 

• If you" LockN Safe is rot perfbrrririg as it should, take it to your local 
RadoShack sirxe for assistance To locate your nearest RadoShack 
use the strxe locatrx'featue on RadoShacks website 
(wA/wwradioshackcorr), or cal I l-80OThe Shack (843-7422) ardfbl- 
low/the rrenu options.
